system of construction. Cork slabs 
used as an insulation core, effectively sealed 
by gunnite on both sides. These two houses 
are being built for Messrs. Pearson and Dor- 
man, Long's Colliery, some three miles from 
Deal and close to the pit head. 

The architect is Mr. C. J. F. Martindale, 
A,R.1.B.A. The houses are built upon a steel 
frame. The panels of one consist of four 
inches of cork, covered with Portland cement 
concrete applied by the cement gun on both 
sides. The panels of the other house consist 
of composite blocks of 2in. of breeze cast 
in a mould u a 2in. cork slab. The steel 
framework which forms the backbone of 
the house is the standard product of Messrs. 
Dorman, Long and~Co., manufactured at 
their steel plant at Middlesbrough from 
their own raw material. The framework for 
two parlour houses weighs four tons, and 
can be erected by four men in one day. The 
output capacity of sectional steel of this 
class by the company is 300,000 tons per an- 
num. There are other factors about the new 
method, notably that the skilled labour is 
reduced to the minimum, that are attracting 
the favour of housing experts, The two 
houses at Betteshanger have been built en- 
tirely by unskilled labour working under 
skilled direction, with the exception of one 
bricklayer, one carpenter, and a man who is 
handling the gun. 

The novelty of these houses is that rather 
coarse granulated cork has been u in 
order to conserve warmth and to make the 
houses as sound-proof as ible. For at 
least fifteen years past cork slabs have been 
used in the building industry, especially for 
the insulation of the walls for cold stor 
buildings, but cork used as the core of w 
in cottage building is an experiment of far- 

ing interest. 

The new houses at Bet er represent 
a development of the method of steel frame 
construction, a system that was officially en- 
couraged by the Government in a recent 
report of the Moir Committee. The skeleton 
is of steel, but there is considerable latitude 
of design allowed to architects or 
authorities, allowing for a variation of plans 
that is impossible in certain systems. Con- 
crete walls are used, as the material is 
cheaper than brick and increases in strength 
with age. Many concrete 


culties of insulation, to the damp percolating 
through, and in some cases because noise 
penetrated the walls too easily. In order to 
overcome these difficulties there is an insula- 
tion core, composed of slabs of cork, com. 
pressed in a mould and then baked. Testa 
that have been made show that after this 
treatment the cork will not swell when it is 
wet, and cannot be set en fire, even when 
the direct flame of a blow-lamp is applied. 
It has been calculated that owing to the in- 
sulation value of the cork there will be a 
saving of 25 per cent. of the fuel used for 
heating p . It is also valuable to the 
reduction of .reverberation and for the eli- 
mination of sounds.

So, 
too, has Shamrock, a boat which should 
not be confused with Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
Cup challengers.

Havenga, the Minister of Finance, said 
that it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to place a revised Customs tariff 
before the House intended : 

1—Adequately to protect Union industries ; 

@—To admit free of duty, or a; the lowest 

rate possible, the raw material of in- 
dustry ; 

3—To o'n the preferential tariff rates 

given unconditionally in favour of 

oods wn, uced or manufactured 
n the United Kingdom, and reciprocally 
to the Dominions, Colonies and Posses- 
sions. 

The Government, he added, proposed to 
place them, as far as possible, on a quid 
pro quo basis, and to withdraw the rebate 
entirely from articles in which Great 
Britain predominantly held the market, or 
where a. proprietary name or trade mark 
was the determining factor in the sale of 


the article. 
HELPING HOME INDUSTRIES. 


The Minister added that there was a 
provision of maximum and minimum rates 
for certain commodities in order to enable 
the Government to negotiate with countries 
outside the British Commonwealth for 
most favoured nation terms for South 
African produce and manufactures. That 
course was very necessary if they were to 
procure additional markets overseas for 
the rapidly expanding production of the 


country. 

This was not applicable to certain com- 
modities on which the preference would be 
maintained or increased in favour of Great 
Britain and the Dominions. 

The Budget provided for a system of sus- 
pended duties. Certain industries were in a 
nascent stage at present, which did not 
warrant protective duties. They would thus 
be encouraged to justify their existence, Im 
the knowledge taat the protective duties 
would be forthcoming as soon as the indus- 
tries could satisfy the Government that pro- 
tection ought to be given. 

THE NEW DUTIES.

One wondered at first what induced Mr. 
Lloyd George to put in an appearance at the 
House this evening, as there was nothing in 
questions of the slightest public interest, and, 
on the face of it, the business to follow 
seemed still more hum-drum, consisting, as it 
did, of a list of small bills, which, having 
passed the Committee stage, now came up for 
consideration on report Certainly the first 
Order did not sound very promising. It was 
the Agricultural Returns Bill, which was not 
regarded as a “ controversial measure.” It 
was this bill, however that had brought, 
down Mr. Lloyd George, and he hung his 
speech on an amendment moved by Sir A. 
Sinclair, with the object of including in the 
return land which was, or had at any time 
been capable of, being, wed as arable land.

The Liberal leader’s opinion was that the 
land of the country was not being made use 
of to the extent which it might be, and he 
proceeded to give the Government the benefit 
of his views as to what might, and should, 
be done in order to bring more land into 
cultivation. He commended the amendment 
to the support of the House, so that they 
could have before them a complete 
survey of the agrciultural _possibili- 
ties of the nation. Practical farmers 
assured him that we could double the pro- 
ductivity of thie country, and, if that were 
true, it was a matter of first-class importance 
for the consideration of a Government con- 
fronted, as they were, with one of the gravest 
industrial prospects. With the exception of 
sugar, we imported 387 millions worth of food 
of a quality which this country, from the 
point of view of climate, was capable of pro- 
ducing. 

It might be said that we had not sufficient 
land for the purpose; but that was exactly 
what they wanted to ascertain. He quoted 
the case of Denmark, and said that, if we 
bad proportionately the same populations on 
the land as that country had, we should have 
seven million people cultivating the soil and 
between thirteen and fourteen million per- 
sons directly or indirectly concerned with 
agriculture. Would not this help to solve the 
unemployment problem! If a man could not 
get a job in bis own line, the time had 
come for him to turn to something which 
would benefit himself, his family and the 
community at large. 

* * 7 * * 

Mr. E. Wood considered that the form in 
which the amendment was drafted would lead 
them into some little difficulty. It was un- 
necessary, so far as it related to land which 
was being used as arable; but it was quite 
another matter when they came to deal with 
land which had at any time been capable 
of being so used. Our forefathers, said Mr. 
Wood, shot snipe in Eaton square, and there 
was hardly a building now extant which did 
not stand on land used at one time or 
another for agficultural purposes.

After the dinner hour the House discussed 
education. The subject was 
raised by Mr. Robert Richardson, who 
moved a resolution urging increased facilities 
to enable children to continue their education 
on leaving the elementary schools. He was 
concerned to show that secondary education 
did not necessarily mean a “ black-coated”’ 
education, but he did believe that the bright 
brains of the rising generation, by careful 
and systematic training, would produce the 
ten-thousand-a-year men who, from all 
accounts, ape wa eagerly sought after by 
the captains of industry.

His Lordship held that the agreement was 
established, and he left it to the parties to 
try to agree to the figures. 

Eventually the defendants agreed that the 
amount due to them was £478. Counsel 
asked for judement for the plaintiffs for the 
balance, £1,474, and costs, and for the 
counterclaim to be dismissed. 

For the defendants, Mr. Henn Collins 
asked judgement for the plaintiffs for £1,963 
and for the defendants on the counterclaim 
for £478 and costs.

POOR TRUNK ROADS. 


COMPLAINT BEFORE DUBLIN 


RURAL COUNCIL. 


At a meeting of the North Dublin Rural 
District Council yesterday, the County 
Surveyor reported that the roads in the dis- 
trict were still far from being in a satisfactory 
condition. Until the work of reconstruction 
of the main arteries of traffic was taken in 
hand yee’ travelling facilities could not be 
provided. Not only must trunk roads be re- 
surfaced, but proper foundations must be con- 
structed, drainage attended to, dangerous 
corners removed, and the roads laid with a 
hard and impervious surface. 

The statutory limit of expenditure on roads 
for the financial year 1925-26 was fixed for the 
district at £18,300, the same figure as last 


year. 

In regard to the sanction of a loan for 
works passed at a previous meeting, which 
sanction was stil) in abeyance, the Council 
passed a resolution expressing the opinion that 
the Ministry for Finance, without further 
delay, should furnish to the County Council 
an approximate estimate of the amount 
that will be available from the Road Grant 
Fund for the current year, so that the County 
Surveyor might be in a position to arrange 
his pongo of work in proper time.
